HISTORICAL  NOTE. 


The  University  was  established  in  1831,  and  the  building 
ou  Washington  Square  erected  in  1832-35.  In  this  building 
are  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Science  and  the  Law  School. 
The  Medical  School  has  a  distinct  building  in  East  2Gth 
Street,  opposite  Bellevue  Hospital. 

The  act  of  incorporation  was  passed  April  18th,  1831.  The 
officers  are  the  Chancellor  and  Yice-Chancellor,  the  President 
and  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Council 
of  32  members,  divided  into  four  classes — one  class  elected 
annually  and  holding  for  four  years. 

The  University  was  founded  for  graduate  as  well  as  under- 
graduate courses.  The  undergraduate  courses  have  been 
kept  up  continuously,  and  its  Faculty  has  included  Professors 
Samuel  F.  B.  Morse,  Henry  P.  Tappan,  Caleb  S.  Henry,  John 
W.  Draper,  Tayler  Lewis,  Elias  Loomis,  Henry  Draper,  How- 
ard Crosby,  Benjamin  N.  Martin,  and  many  others,  not  to 
enumerate  those  now  in  office. 

The  Department  of  Law  was  opened  in  1835,  upon  the  plan 
of  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  Attorney-General  of  the  U.  S.  Its 
course  was  interrupted,  but  resumed  in  1858,^and  has  contin- 
ued since.  Its  Professors,  not  to  mention  those  now  in  office, 
have  been  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  William  Kent,  David  Graham, 
Theodore  Sedgwick,  Thomas  W.  Gierke,  George  H.  Moore, 
Benjamin  Vaughan  Abbott,  John  Norton  Pomeroy,  and  Henry 
E.  Da^^ies. 

The  Department  of  Medicine  was  opened  in  1841  and  has 
continued  since.  Among  its  Professors,  not  including  any 
now  in  office,  have  been  Valentine  Mott,  Samuel  Gross, 
Samuel  H.  Dickson,  Martyn  Paine,  Gunning  S.  Bedford,  John 
W.  Draper,  Henry  Draper,  John  C.  Draper,  Granville  S.  Pat- 
teson,  and  Alfred  C.  Post.

OIEOULAE. 


COURSE   OF   STUDY,   ETC. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  designed  to 
give  to  the  student  : 

A  thorough  preparation  for  the  examinations  required  for 
admission  to  the  Bar  ; 

A  competent  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  Substantive 
Law,  and  of  the  Law  of  Eemedy,  including  Pleading,  Evi- 
dence and  Practice  ; 

A  familiarity  with  the  best  methods  of  study  and  clear  views 
of  the  Science  of  Law  as  a  whole,  and  of  all  its  parts  and  of 
their  relation  to  each  other,  so  that  both  in  preparing  for  the 
Bar  and  after  his  admission  to  the  Bar,  and  during  his  whole 
professional  life  his  study  of  the  law  shall  be  systematic,  with 
definite  purpose  and  with  adequate  results,  and  not  an  aim- 
less and  desultory  reading  of  statutes,  text-books  and  reports. 

Of  these  three  objects  of  the  Law  School  course,  evidently, 
in  any  large  view  of  a  true  legal  education,  the  one  last  men- 
tioned must  be  deemed  first  in  importance  ;  as  to  the  second, 
the  actual  knowledge  of  legal  principles  with  which  the  mind 
can  be  stored  in  a  two-years'  course,  although  not  inconsider- 
able in  amount  is  necessarily  limited,  and  must  depend  for  its 
value  not  so  much  on  the  quantity  learned  as  on  the  system 
and  method  of  learning  and  the  careful  and  habitual  reference 
by  the  student  (constantly  inculcated  by  the  professors)  of 
each  head  and  subject  of  study  to  the  related  subjects  and 
the  whole  body  of  the  law  ;  while  admission  to  the  bar,  the  ob- 
ject first  named,  is,  in  fact,  of  secondary  importance,  yet,  never- 
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theless,  it  is  naturally  a  subject  of  much  solicitude  with  young 
men  anxious  to  reach  the  profession  and  be  at  work  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  every  effort  is  made  by  the  professors  to 
further  their  desire  in  this  regard,  in  every  way  consistent 
with  a  sound  legal  training. 

ADMISSION. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  while  no  previous 
course  of  study  is  required,  careful  preparation  is  urgently 
recommended.  Blackstone's  or  Kent's  Commentaries  should 
be  read,  with  constant  reference  to  Abbott's,  Bouvier's  or 
Burriirs  Law  Dictionary  ;  and  the  student  will  derive  great 
advantage  throughout  his  course  at  the  School  from  the  pre- 
vious study  of  Pomeroy's  Municipal  Law,  or  Walker's  or 
Warren's  Introduction,  of  some  elementary  work  on  the 
Roman  Law,  such  as  Pot^te's  Gaius,  or  Ortolan's  Roman  Law, 
by  Prichard,  or  Clarke's  Early  Roman  Law,  and  of  Stubbs's 
Select  Charters  and  Constitutional  History. 

Applicants  for  admission  who  have  received  a  college 
degree  or  have  passed  a  Regents'  examination  should  pro- 
duce their  diploma,  certificate  or  other  proof  of  the  fact  ;  but 
such  degree  or  certificate  is  not  necessary  for  admission  to  the 
School.  Such  an  examination  may  be  had  after  commencing 
a  course  in  the  Law  School  or  a  clerkship  in  an  office.  Ar- 
rangements will  be  made  for  giving  instruction  in  Latin  to 
those  students  in  the  School  desiring  it  who  have  not  acquired 
a  knowledge  of  that  language  ;  but  it  is  not  deemed  expedient 
or  just  to  make  the  slight  knowledge  of  Latin  with  which 
most  students  leave  College  a  test  for  excluding  from  the 
School  or  its  honors  those  young  men  who,  not  satisfied  with 
an  office  preparation  for  the  Bar,  and  not  having  had  the 
opportunity  of  a  College  education,  are  willing  to  incur  the 
expenditure  of  time  and  money  necessary  to  obtain  academic 
instruction  in  the  law. 

FEES,  ETC. 

The  fee  for  instruction  is  $100  for  the  year,  payable  in  ad- 
vance.    Furnished    rooms   with   board    may  be  had  in  the 
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vicinity  at  about  $6  a  week  ;  rooms  at  about  $2  a  week.  By 
rooming  together,  the  expenses  of  students  are  materially  de- 
creased. 

ACADEMIC   TERM. 

The  studies  of  the  year  are  pursued  through  a  term  of  eight 
months,  without  intermission,  except  a  recess  at  Christmas, 
beginning  December  24th.

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COURSE   OF  INSTRUCTION. 

SCHEME   OF   STUDIES. 

The  scheme  of  studies  embraces  the  History  of  the  Law, 
Jurisprudence,  the  Roman  Law,  International  Law  and 
Municipal  Law. 

The  time  that  can  be  given  to  the  three  important  subjects 
first  named  is  necessarily  limited.  They  are  considered  in  the 
Junior  year  in  connection  with  Blackstone's  Commentaries 
and  Pomeroy's  Municipal  Law,  and  in  certain  of  the  Lectures 
in  the  schedule  given  below. 

International  Law  is  treated  in  the  Lectures  by  Cephas 
Bracsterd,  Esq.,  a  summary  of  which  is  also  given  below. 

The  time  and  attention  of  the  classes  are  necessarily  given 
mainly  to  the  various  heads  of  Municipal  Law — includicg 
Conmion  Law,  Equity  and  the  Statutes  ;  and  every  subject 
prescribed  for  examination  by  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  New  York  is  included  in  the  course  in  Municipal  Law,  the 
studies  in  which  are  classified  as  follows  :

In  Maritime  Law,  in  the  course  of  lectures  by  William 
Allen  Butler,  LL.D.,  of  which  a  summary  is  given  below,  the 
subject  receives  a  most  lucid  and  suggestive  treatment. 

On  Constitutional  Law,  a  full  course  is  given  by  Pro- 
fessor Russell  to  the  undergraduates,  which  all  students  of 
the  Law  School  have  the  privilege  of  attending. 

In  Medical  Jurisprudence  the  instruction  is  by  lectures 
only,  which  are  given  by  Professor  A.  E.  Macdonald.  At- 
tendance at  these  lectures  is  optional,  but  is  urgently  recom- 
mended, as  the  subjects  treated,  including  testamentary 
capacity,  are  of  the  first  importance. 

Of  the  three  branches  of  the  law  of  remedy,  Evidence  is 
taught  with  the  utmost  care,  and  in  Common  Law  Pleading 
there  is  a  short  course,  as  it  is  believed  that  some  knowledge 
of  the  science  of  allegation  is  necessary  to  an  understanding 
of  the  code  ''systems"  of  pleading  and  leads  to  accurate 
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practice  ;  while  Procedure  is  studied  in  the  civil  and  criminal 
codes  of  New  York  with  careful  reference  to  general  prin- 
ciples and  to  the  text-books  of  common  law  and  equity 
pleading  published  before  as  well  as  since  the  Codes.

METHOD    OF   INSTRUCTION. 

The  full  course  is  completed  in  two  years  ;  but  all  the 
studies  of  the  course  are  taught  each  year,  new  classes  being 
formed  annually.  An  allowance  of  not  more  than  one  year 
is  made  for  previous  study,  and  the  student  in  such  case  is 
admitted  to  advanced  standing. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  the  students  are  divided  into 
two  classes,  the  senior  and  the  junior,  according  to  their  pro- 
ficiency and  previous  preparation. 

The  instruction  is  by  lectures  by  the  regular  professors  and 
special  lecturers,  and  by  the  study  of  text-books,  cases  and 
statutes  (select  titles),  recitations,  Moot  Courts  and  private 
moots  and  examinations. 
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LECTURES  BY  REGULAR  PROFESSORS. 

The  lectures  by  the  professors  are  either  expositions  to  the 
class  Id  connection  with  the  text-books  read  or  separate  dis- 
cussions of  topics  not  treated  in  the  text-books  or  requiring 
fuller  and  more  practical  treatment. 

The  classes  are  required  to  attend  and  take  notes  of  the 
lectures  on  each  secular  day  except  Saturday,  and  the  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  recite  to  the  professor,  and  to  be 
questioned  by  him  upon  one  or  more  points  of  the  subject 
under  consideration.  The  design  is  to  give  to  the  studies  of 
each  student  the  personal  aid  and  attention  of  the  professor. 

The  hours  of  the  lectures  are  so  arranged  that  students 
can,  while  attending  the  School,  pursue  a  clerkship  in  an  at- 
torney's oflBce  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  text-books  used  by  the  classes  are  selected  as  tliose  best 
adapted  for  the  purpose,  and  not  as  in  all  cases  the  highest 
authorities.  Great  care  is  taken  to  direct  the  attention  of  stu- 
dents to  courses  of  parallel  reading,  to  the  leading  treatises, 
and  the  leading  cases. 

In  the  use  of  text-books  the  method  is  in  the  main  that 
adopted  by  Judge  Story  and  Professor  Greenleaf  at  the  Dane 
Law  School,  where  the  Professor  of  Municipal  Law  pursued 
his  studies  during  two  years  under  their  direction.  An  oral 
exposition,  with  illustrations,  is  given  of  a  portion  of  an  ap- 
proved text-book  ;  this  portion  the  students  are  required  to 
read  before  the  next  lecture  ;  they  are  questioned  upon 
what  has  been  thus  explained  and  read,  and  a  further  portion 
of  the  text  is  then  considered. 

The  text-books  used  by  the  classes  are  the  following  : 

Pomeroy's  Municipal  Law  ;  Blackstone's  Commentaries  ; 
Kent's  Commentaries,  vols.  1  and  4  ;  Washburn  on  Real 
Property  ;  Parsons  on  Contracts  ;  Addison  on  Torts  ;  Wil- 
liard's  Equity  Jurisprudence  by  Potter  ;  Greenleaf  on  Evi- 
dence, vol.  1  ;  Stephen  on  Pleading  ;  the  New  York  Penal 
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Code  and  the  Codes  of  Procedure  ;  Select  Titles  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes. 

Careful  expositions  are  given  from  time  to  time  of  select 
titles  of  the  statutes— such  as  the  statute  of  frauds,  uses, 
trusts,  powers,  etc. — with  reference  to  the  English  statutes 
on  the  same  subjects. 

MOOT   COURTS 

are  held  in  the  lecture-room  by  one  of  the  professors,  in  which 
cases  are  argued  by  two  students  on  each  side  on  points  pre- 
pared by  them.  Printed  calendars  for  the  whole  session,  con- 
taining statements  of  facts,  the  date  of  argument  and  the 
names  of  students  assigned  as  counsel,  are  distriVjuted  early  in 
the  year. 

MOOT    COURT     CASES    AND   MOOT    COURT    EXAMINATION— PRIZE 
AND    SCHOLARSHIP   RULES. 

The  Moot  Court  cases  are  prepared  with  a  view  to  variety 
and  range  of  subjects. 

The  calendar  for  18S8-9  includes  cases  of  constitutional 
law  and  common  law,  equity,  admiralty  and  probate  ;  cases 
of  evidence,  pleading  and  procedure  ;  negligence  of  house- 
owners,  shipmasters  and  railroad  companies  ;  of  libel  in  per- 
sonam  for  breach  of  charter  party  and  in  rem  for  collision  at 
sea  ;  of  contracts  of  life  insurance  and  of  infants  for  neces- 
saries ;  the  construction  of  wills  ;  of  conditions  and  reserva- 
tions in  deeds,  covenants,  and  the  right  to  light  and  air  as 
appurtenances  of  real  estate,  promissory  notes,  bank  checks 
and  bank  deposits,  the  statute  of  limitations,  the  statute  of 
frauds,  perpetuities,  charitable  uses,  precatory  trusts  and 
contracts  for  personal  services. 

The  various  questions  thus  presented  are  to  be  studied 
mainly  in  the  Reports,  and  the  benefit  of  the  Moot  Court  ex- 
ercise, aside  from  the  practice  in  oral  discussion  which  it 
affords,  is  in  the  case-study  of  the  law  to  which  it  leads  the 
student,  whose  time  is  for  the  most  part  given  to  text-book 
study. 

The  two  methods,  case-studv  and  text-book  studv  of  the

law,  di5er,  but  do  not  conflict.  Neither  gains  by  undervalu- 
ing the  other.  Each  aids  the  other,  as  in  the  case  of  every 
science  which  includes  a  multitude  of  **  single  instances,'* 
and  which  can  be  mastered  only  by  applying  both  synthesis 
and  analysis — that  is,  by  bringing  together  particulars  into 
rules,  and  in  turn  applying  rules  to  separate  and  distinguish 
particulars,  and  to  aid  and  guide  in  the  study  of  them. 

While,  therefore,  the  student's  attention  is  chiefly  devoted 
to  the  text-books,  not  only  from  consideration  of  the  limited 
time  that  can  usually  be  given  to  preparatory  study,  but  be- 
cause they  are  deemed  his  best  guides  to  the  law  as  a  system, 
and  to  the  cases  as  well,  the  study  of  the  cases  and  of  the 
growth  of  law  through  adjudication  and  the  art  of  reading 
reports  are  also  deemed  an  indispensable  part  of  a  lawyer's 
education,  and  for  this  the  Moot  Court  affords  the  fittest  op- 
portunity, 

MOOT   COURT   KULES. 

I.  Moot  Court  is  held  on  Friday,  at  4.30  p.m.,  in  the  Law 
Lecture  Room. 

IL  When  a  case  is  called  the  counsel  assigned  must  hand 
up  to  the  Court  and  deliver  to  opposing  counsel  a  copy  of 
their  brief  and  points,  signed  and  endorsed  with  the  title  and 
number  of  the  case,  date  of  argument  and  name  of  counsel. 

III.  The  brief  and  points  must  be  plainly  written,  on 
legal  cap,  and  must  contain  a  statement  of  facts,  not  copied 
from  the  printed  case,  but  given  in  the  counsel's  own  words, 
and  a  reference  under  each  point  to  all  the  cases  counsel  in- 
tend to  cite  on  the  argument.  If  Rules  II.  and  III.  are  not 
complied  with,  the  case  will  not  be  heard  unless  a  satisfactory 
excuse  is  offered  for  the  omission. 

IV.  Counsel  on  either  side  may  join  in  a  brief,  or  furnish 
separate  briefs,  at  their  option,  and  may  prepare  pleadings 
and  other  papers  appropriate  to  the  side  to  which  they  are  as- 
signed, which  must  be  handed  in  on  or  before  Thursday  of 
the  week  before  the  argument,  if  any  criticism  or  suggestion 
in  relation  to  them  is  desired. 

V.  On  the  argument  the  printed  statement  and  cases  cited 
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are  not  to  be  read  from  at  length.  Counsel  must  be  prepared 
to  state  from  memory  the  facts  involved.  One  or  two  sen- 
tences from  the  body  of  an  opinion,  presenting  or  bearing 
upon  the  turning  point,  may  be  read,  but  not  head  notes  ; 
and  counsel  should  be  prepared  to  state  the  leading  facts  of 
cases  relied  upon. 

YI.  Cumulative  citation,  as  a  rule,  should  be  avoided.  Di- 
gests, except  the  ancient  abridgments,  and  those  which  have 
acquired  the  authority  of  text-books,  such  as  Comyn,  and 
perhaps  Cruise,  are  not  to  be  cited. 

ExAMmATION    AXD    PrIZE    RuLES. 

I.  The  oral  and  the  written  examinations  are  held  in  the 
Law^  Lecture  Room,  each  on  two  days  in  succession,  with  an 
interval  of  one  week  between  the  two  examinations.  The  ex- 
amination begins  at  4  p.m.,  and  the  written  examination  ends 
on  each  day  at  10  p.m.  Every  candidate  for  a  degree  must 
pass  both,  but  excellence  in  either  will  be  considered  with 
reference  to  any  defects  in  the  other. 

n.  Prizes  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  will  be  awarded  for 
the  best  written  and  the  best  oral  examination,  upon  reports 
of  committees  of  the  alumni  and  of  members  of  the  Bar,  re- 
gard being  had  to  accuracy  and  amount  of  knowledge  and 
intelligent  comj^rehension  of  legal  principles. 

in.  For  the  written  examination,  each  candidate  must  pro- 
vide himself  with  four  ordinary  school  copybooks,  and  must 
write  on  one  page  only  of  the  leaf  his  answers  to  the  printed 
papers  of  questions,  without  consulting  authorities  and  with- 
out communicating  with  others.  Answers  must  be  numbered 
to  correspond  with  the  numbers  of  the  questions,  and  each 
book  must  be  indorsed  with  name  of  the  candidate  in  full, 
date  of  examination  and  number  of  the  paper. 

PRIVATE   MOOTS   AND    CLUBS. 

Private  moots,  in  which  the  students  are  examined  by  one 
of  their  classmates,  have  been  found  of  great  advantage,  and 
are  frequently  held,  the  practice  of  framing  questions  proving 
as  instructive  as  that  of  answering  them. 
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Clubs  have  been  formed  among  the  students,  in  which  cases 
are  argued  and  points  of  law  discussed. 

LAW    LIBRARY, 

The  Law  Library  of  the  School  is  large  and  well  selected. 
It  contains  6000  volumes.  To  the  collections  originally  given 
by  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Esq.,  large  additions  have  recently 
been  made,  in  part  the  gift  of  David  Banks,  Esq.,  and  many 
of  the  Alumni  of  the  School,  and  in  part  by  liberal  appro- 
priations of  the  Council  and  donations  by  members  of  the 
Council  and  others.  There  is  an  ample  collection  of  English 
reports,  including  all  the  publications  of  the  Incorporated 
Council  of  Law  Reporting,  which  are  regularly  received  and 
added  to  the  library.  The  series  of,  New  York  reports  is 
complete,  and  the  library  also  contains  the  principal  State  re- 
ports, a  complete  series  of  United  States  Supreme  Court  re- 
ports, the  American  Decisions,  the  American  Reports,  the 
United  States  and  New  York  State  statutes.  There  is  an 
ample  provision  of  digests,  indexes  and  lists  of  cases  to  fa- 
cilitate reference  to  the  reports.  The  collection  of  text-books 
has  been  recently  largely  increased,  the  twofold  aim  kept 
constantly  in  view  being  to  secure  at  once  the  most  approved 
and  the  most  recent  works.  The  student  of  the  Roman  Civil 
Law  will  find  the  most  recent  edition  of  the  Corpus  Juris, 
by  Mommsen  and  Kriiger,  one  of  the  latest  editions  of  the 
French  Codes  ;  Von  Ihering's  Geist  des  BoemiscTien  Rechts,  and 
other  approved  works.  The  library-room  has  been  refitted 
and  provided  with  every  convenience  for  study. 

Additions  have  been  recently  made  to  the  Law  Library 
by  purchase  of  300  volumes  of  recent  reports,  text-books 
and  digests  ;  by  gift  of  Elliott  F.  Shepard,  Esq.,  of  the 
New  York  Bar,  of  a  large  collection  of  books  which 
formed  part  of  the  library  of  the  late  A.  J.  Vanderpoel, 
LL.D. ;  and  by  gilt  of  David  Banks,  Esq.  (in  addition  to  his 
previous  liberal  donations)  of  200  volumes  of  State  reports. 

The  students  have  free  access  to  the  Astor  Library, 
which  is  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  School,  and  which 
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contains  a  very  full  selection  of  American  and  English  Re- 
ports and  Text-books,  and  of  Continental  and  Civil  Law. 

COMMENCEMENT 

will  be  in  the  last  week  of  May,  1890,  when  degrees  will  be 
conferred  and  prizes  awarded. 

DEGREES. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon 
candidates  who  have  pursued  all  the  studies  of  the  course, 
have  passed  the  necessary  examinations  and  are  of  good  moral 
character.  The  examinations  are  both  written  and  oral,  and 
are  conducted  by  the  Faculty  and  committees  of  the  Alumni 
and  Members  of  the  Bar.  The  written  examination  will  be 
held  on  May  loth  and  16th,  and  the  oral  on  May  22d  and 
23d,  1890,  at  4  p.m.,  in  the  lecture-room.  No,  29,  University 
Building. 

PRIZES 

for  the  best  oral  and  for  the  best  written  examination  will  be 
awarded  at  Commencement  upon  the  report  of  committees  con- 
sisting of  members  of  the  Bar. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  a  limited  number  of  scholar- 
ships of  $100  each,  to  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  junior 
year. 

THE   ELLIOTT   F.    SHEPARD    SCHOLARSHIP. 

This  Scholarship  has  been  established  by  the  generous  gift 
of  Elliott  F.  Shepard,  Esq.,  of  the  New  York  Bar. 

It  will  be  awarded  annually,  is  of  the  value  of  $100,  and  is 
open  to  the  members  of  the  Junior  Class  of  the  Law  School. 

The  award  is  subject  to  the  following  rules  : 

I.  The  award  will  be  determined  by  the  result  of  a  competitive  written  ex- 
amination to  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  year. 

II.  Juniors  applying  for  admission  to  this  examination  must  comply  with 
the  following  requirements  : 

1.  The  applicant  must  have  entered  the  Junior  Class  at  the  beginning  of 
the  annual  term,  and  have  matriculated. 
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2.  He  must  have  pursued  all  the  studies  of  his  class,  have  punctually  at- 
tended the  regular  and  special  lectures,  recitations  and  Moot  Courts,  been 
diligent  in  study  and  in  taking  notes  of  lectures  and  Moot  Court  arguments, 
and  must  have  argued  during  the  Junior  year  one  Moot  Court  case  orally  and 
hy  written  brief  and  points,  to  be  prepared  and  signed  by  himself  and  handed 
up  to  the  professor  presiding. 

3.  Eight  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  examination  the  applicant 
must  give  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  Faculty  a  written  notice  of  his  inten- 
tion to  apply  for  examination,  which  notice  shall  contain  his  name  in  full, 
his  age,  a  statement  that  he  has  complied  in  good  faith  with  the  foregoing  re- 
quirements, and  a  stipulation  that  in  case  the  Scholarship  is  awarded  to  him 
he  will  enter  the  Senior  Class  of  the  Law  School  and  matriculate  at  the  be- 
ginning of  next  ensuing  annual  term, 

III.  The  examination  will  be  confined  to  the  subjects  actually  studied  dur- 
ing the  Junior  year.  It  will  be  by  papers  only  ;  by  written  answers  to  print- 
ed or  written  questions  ;  and  it  will  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  place  as 
the  Senior  Pass  examination,  and  the  questions  to  be  answered  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  same  paper,  but  separately  designated  and  numbered. 

IV.  The  papers  of  the  candidates  examined  shall  be  submitted  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Senior  Examination  Committee  or  to  a  Special  Committee  of  three 
members  of  the  bar,  in  case  Mr,  Shepard  shall  have  appointed  such  a  com- 
mittee and  notified  the  Secretary  of  the  Law  Faculty  of  such  appointment 
prior  to  the  day  of  examination. 

V.  The  Scholarship  shall  be  awarded  by  the  vote  of  the  Committee  or  a 
majority  thereof  to  the  student  whose  paper  being  of  sufficient  intrinsic 
merit  to  entitle  it  to  the  award,  shall  be  adjudged  by  them  to  excel  in  the 
following  particulars  :  (1)  Accuracy  of  knowledge  ;  (2)  Amount  of  knowledge  ; 
(3)  Intelligent  comprehension  of  legal  principles, 

VI.  The  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars,  the  amount  awarded,  will  be  paid  to 
the  successful  candidate  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  annual  term  of  the  Law 
School,  on  his  entering  and  matriculating  as  a  member  of  the  Senior  Class 
thereof. 

MEDICAL   LECTURES. 

By  resolution  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  Department, 
pass  tickets  to  the  University  Medical  Lectures  are  directed  to 
be  given  to  students  of  the  Lav^r  Department,  on  the  written 
request  of  the  Secretary  of  that  Department,  but  no  ticket 
will  be  delivered  to  any  student  before  matriculation.

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ADMISSION   TO   THE   BAR. 

In  New  York,  by  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Apj^eals,  a 
clerkship  of  two  years  is  required  from  college  graduates 
and  of  three  years  from  students  not  graduates. 

Two  school  years  of  eight  months  each  in  a  Law  School  are 
allowed  to  students  not  graduates  as  equivalent  to  two  years 
of  clerkship,  and  three  months  of  study  in  an  attorney's  office 
during  the  vacation  of  each  year  are  allowed  as  part  of  the 
remaining  year  of  clerkship,  leaving  only  six  months  to  com- 
plete the  required  period.  The  actual  time  required  for  ad- 
mission as  Attorney  and  Counsellor  in  New  York  can  thus  be 
reduced  to  two  years  and  six  months  for  students  not  gradu- 
ates, and  to  one  year  and  nine  months  for  graduates. 

In  New  Jersey,  according  to  the  rules  of  court,  the  time, 
not  exceeding  one  year  and  six  months,  spent  in  the  School 
is  regarded  as  equivalent  to  a  like  period  passed  in  a  lawyer's 
office. 


RULES   OF   THE   COURT   OF   APPEALS. 


Ordered  that  the  following  amended  rules  tor  the  examination  and  admis- 
sion of  persons  to  practise  as  attorneys  and  counsellors  in  courts  of  record 
in  this  State  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  adopted,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  all  the  judges  concurring— such  rules 
to  take  effect  July  1,  1882. 

I. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  practise  as  an  attorney  and  counsellor  in 
any  court  of  record  in  this  State,  except  as  provided  in  these  rules,  without 
a  regular  admission  and  license  by  the  Supreme  Court  at  a  general  term 
thereof,  after  a  satisfactory  examination  conducted  by  the  judges  of  such 
court,  or  by  not  less  than  three  practising  lawyers  of  at  least  seven  years' 
standing  at  the  bar,  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  for  one  year  at  the  first 
general  term,  held  in  each  year  in  the  respective  depaituients.  The  mem- 
bers of  such  committee  of  examination  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the 
court,  and  vacancies  for  any  cause  or  non-attendance  may  be  filled  during  the 
year. 

II. 

I  Before  any  person  shall  enter  upon  the  clerkship  or  substituted  course  of 
study  hereinafter  provided,  or  within  three  months  thereafter,  he  shall,  if 
not  a  graduate  of  a  college  or  university,  pass  a  Regents'  examination,  con 
ducted  under  the  authority  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  tlie  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  St.ite  of  New  York,  in 
arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  orthography,  English  and  American  history, 
and  English  composition,  and  shall  file  a  certificate  of  such  fact,  signed  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  countersigned  by  the  principal  or 
teacher  conducting  such  examination,  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  the  Couit 
of  Appeals,  who  shall,  upon  filing  the  same,  return  to  the  person  named 
therein  a  certified  copy  of  the  same,  showing  the  date  of  such  filing  ;  but  this 
rule  shall  not  apply  to  students  whose  clerkship  or  substituted  course  of 
study  began  before  the  adoption  of  these  rules. 

(Note.— Examinations  in  the  subjects  required  by  this  rule  are  held  by 
the  regents  in  all  the  academies  and  academic  departments  of  union  schools 
in  the  State,  under  regulations  issued  from  their  office  in  Albany.  Special 
provision  is  and  will  be  made  for  meeting  the  requirements  of  this  rule.) 

III. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  practise  as  an  attorney  and  cour^sellor  un- 
less he  shall  have  served  a  regular  clerkship  of  three  years  in  the  office  of  a 
practising  attorney  of  the  Supreme  Court,  after  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided.    An  allowance  of  one  year  shall  be  made  to 
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applicants  who  are  graduates  of  any  college  or  university.  Any  portion  of 
time,  not  exceeding  one  year  for  graduates  receiving  the  foregoing  allowance, 
and  two  years  for  other  applicants,  actually  spent  in  regular  attendance  upon 
the  law  lectures  or  law  school  connected  wtth  any  college  or  university  hav- 
ing a  department  organized  with  competent  professors  and  teachers,  in  which 
instruction  is  regularly  given,  shall  be  allowed  in  lieu  of  an  equal  period  of 
clerkship  in  the  office  of  a  practising  attorney  of  the  Supreme  Court,  but  in 
no  case  shall  an  applicant  be  entitled  to  admission  as  an  attorney  and  coun- 
sellor without  having  served  a  clerkship  in  the  office  of  a  practising  attor- 
ney of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  period  of  at  least  one  year. 

Attendance  at  a  law  school  during  a  school  j^ear,  as  the  same  existed  pre- 
vious to  the  adoption  of  these  rules,  and  hereafter  for  a  period  or  term  not 
less  than  eight  months  in  any  year,  shall  be  deemed  a  year's  attendance  under 
this  rule,  and  in  computing  the  period  of  clerkship  a  vacation  not  exceeding 
three  months  in  each  year  shall  be  allowed  as  part  of  such  year. 

IV. 

To  entitle  an  applicant  to  an  examination  as  an  attorney  and  counsellor, 
he  must  prove  to  the  court : 

First.  That  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  a  resident  of  the  department  within  which  the  application  is  made,  and 
that  he  has  not  been  examined  in  any  other  department  for  admission  to 
practice  and  been  refused  admission  and  license  within  three  months  imme- 
diately preceding,  which  proof  may  be  made  by  his  own  affidavit, 

Second.  That  he  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  which  may  be  proved 
by  the  certificate  of  the  attorney  with  whom  he  has  passed  his  clerkship,  or 
by  some  attorney  in  the  town  or  city  where  he  resides,  but  such  certificate 
shall  not  be  conclusive,  and  the  court  must  be  satisfied  on  this  point  from 
examination  and  inquiry. 

Third.  That,  before  commencing  this  clerkship  or  substituted  course  of 
study,  he  had  graduated  at  a  college  or  university,  or,  if  not  such  graduate, 
that,  before  commencing  such  clerkship  or  substituted  course  of  study,  or 
within  three  months  thereafter,  he  had  passed  the  regents'  examination  here- 
inbefore required,  which  facts  r^jspectively  may  be  proved  by  the  production 
of  the  diploma  of  such  college  or  university,  or,  in  case  of  its  loss,  by  other 
satisfactory  proof,  and  by  a  production  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  regents' 
certificate,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  as  herein- 
before provided. 

Fourth.  That  he  has  served  the  clerkship  or  pursued  the  substituted 
course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  rules.  The  clerkship  may  be  proved  by  the 
certificate  of  the  attorney  with  whom  the  same  was  served,  or,  ia  case  of  his 
death  or  removal  from  the  State,  or  unjust  refusal  to  give  the  same,  by  other 
satisfactory  evidence.  The  time  of  study,  allowed  as  a  substitute  for  any 
part  of  said  clerkship,  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate  of  the  teacher  or 
president  of  the  Faculty  under  whose  instructions  the  person  has  studied, 
in  addition  to  the  affidavit  of  the  applicant ;  which  proof  must  be  satisfactory 
to  the  court. 
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V. 

It  shall  he  the  duty  of  attorneys^  with  whom  a  clerkship  shall  be  com- 
menced, to  file  a  certificate  of  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Court 
of  Appeals.  The  clerkship  shall  be  deemed  commenced  from  the  time  of  such 
filing,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  certificate,  and  of  the  filing,  shall  be  pro- 
duced at  the  time  of  the  application  for  examination. 

VI. 

Persons  who  have  been  admitted  as  attorneys  in  the  highest  court  of  origi- 
nal jurisdiction  of  another  state  or  country,  may  be  admitted  to  examination 
as  attorneys  and  counsellors,  if  they  have  served  a  regular  clerkship  of  one 
year  in  the  office  of  a  practising  attorney  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State, 
and  shall  in  other  respects  be  entitled  to  such  examination,  except  that  in 
such  case  no  regents'  certificate  shall  be  required,  and  persons  who,  before 
the  adoption  of  these  rules,  had  been  admitted  as  attorneys,  but  not  as  coun- 
sellors, in  this  State,  may  be  admitted  as  attorneys  and  counsellors  upon  the 
production  of  their  certificate,  and  without  further  examination  or  delay. 

VII. 

Any  person  who  has  been  admitted  and  has  practised  three  years  as  an 
attorney  and  counsellor  in  the  highest  court  of  law  in  another  State  may  be 
admitted  and  licensed  without  examination.  And  the  General  Term  of  the 
Supreme  Court  may,  in  its  discretion,  so  admit  and  license  any  person  who 
has  thus  practised  in  another  country,  or  who,  being  an  American  citizen 
and  domiciled  in  a  foreign  country,  has  received  such  diploma  or  degree 
therein  as  would  have  entitled  him,  if  a  citizen  of  such  foreign  country,  to 
practise  law  in  its  courts.  But  he  must  possess  the  other  qualifications  re- 
quired by  these  rules,  and  must  produce  a  letter  of  such  other  State  or  coun- 
try, or  furnish  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  character  and  qualifications. 

vm. 

The  time  of  clerkship  shall  be  computed  by  the  calendar  year,  and  if  the 
period  of  clerkship  shall  expire  during  the  term  at  which  the  application  is 
made,  the  applicant  may  be  admitted  on  any  day  during  the  term.  The  same 
period  of  time  shall  not  be  duplicated  for  different  purposes,  except  that  a 
student,  attending  a  law  school  as  herein  provided,  and  who,  during  the  va- 
cations of  such  school,  not  exceeding  three  months  in  any  one  year,  shall 
pursue  his  studies  in  the  office  of  a  practising  attorney,  shall  be  allowed  to 
count  the  time  so  occupied  during  such  vacation  or  vacations  as  part  of  the 
clerkship  in  a  law  office  required  by  these  rules.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  may  adopt  regulations  for  conducting  the  examinations. 


EEGENTS'  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  schedule  of  examination  issued  by  Edward  I.  Devlin, 
A.M.,  Commissioner,  and  the  Regents'  Instructions  are  as 
follows  : 
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Extract  from  the  Regents'  Instructions. — In  the  Rules 
adopted  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  admission  of  Attor- 
neys and  Counsellors-at-Law,  the  following  provision  is  made 
in  relation  to  the  preparation  of  candidates  for  entering  on 
their  legal  studies  : 

"Before  any  person  shall  enter  upon  the  clerkship,  or  substituted  course 
of  study  hereinafter  provided,  or  within  three  months  thereafter,  he  shall, 
if  not  a  graduate  of  a  college  or  university,  pass  a  Regents'  examination, 
conducted  under  the  authority  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
in  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  orthography,  English  and  American  his- 
tory, and  English  composition,  and  shall  file  a  certificate  of  such  lact,  signed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  countersigned  by  the  principal 
or  teacher  conducting  such  examination,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  who  shall,  upon  filing  the  same,  return  to  the  person  named 
therein  a  certified  copy  of  the  same,  showing  the  date  of  such  filing ;  but 
this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  students  whose  clerkship  or  substituted  course 
of  study  began  before  the  adoption  of  these  rules  ''  [July  1, 1882]. 

When  a  candidate  has  filed  his  certificate  of  clerkship  and  does  not  obtain 
a  law  student's  certificate  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  such  filing, 
it  is  not  necessary  to  file  a  new  certificate  of  clerkship  ;  but  the  period  of 
clerkship  in  this  case  will  be  reckoned  from  three  months  prior  to  the  date  of 
filing  the  law  student's  certificate.

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HISTOEICAL  NOTE. 


The  University  was  chartered  April  IStli,  1831,  and  the  building 
on  Washington  Square  erected  in  1832-35.  In  this  building  are 
the  Department  of  Arts  and  Science  and  the  Department  of  Law. 
The  Department  of  Medicine  has  a  distinct  building  in  East  26th 
Street,  opposite  Bellevue  Hospital. 

The  University  was  founded  for  graduate  as  well  as  under-grad- 
uate  courses.  The  under-graduate  courses  have  been  kept  up  con- 
tinuously, and  its  Faculty  has  included  Professors  Samuel  F.  B. 
Morse,  Henry  P.  Tappan,  Caleb  S.  Henry,  John  W.  Draper,  Tayler 
Lewis,  Elias  Loomis,  Henry  Draper,  Howard  Crosby,  Benjamin 
N.  Martin,  and  many  others,  not  to  enumerate  those  now  in  office. 

The  Department  of  Law  was  opened  in  1835,  upon  the  plan  of 
Benjamin  F.  Butler,  Attorney-General  of  the  U.  S.  Its  course  was. 
interrupted,  but  resumed  in  1858,  and  has  continued  since.  Its 
Professors,  not  to  mention  those  now  in  office,  have  been  Benjamin 
F.  Butler,  William  Kent,  David  Graham,  Theodore  Sedgwick, 
Thomas  W.  Clerke,  George  H.  Moore,  Benjamin  Yaughan  Abbott, 
John  Norton  Pomeroy,  Henry  E.  Davies  and  David  R.  Jaques. 

The  Department  of  Medicine  was  opened  in  1841,  and  has  contin- 
ued since.  Among  its  Professors  have  been  Valentine  Mott,  Sam- 
uel Gross,  Samuel  H.  Dickson,  Martyn  Paine,  Gunning  S.  Bedford, 
John  W.  Draper,  Henry  Draper,  John  C.  Draper,  Granville  S. 
Patteson,  and  Alfred  C.  Post. 

By  the  terms  of  articles  of  alliance  between  the  University  and 
the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  made  in  1890,  the  University 
confers  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  and  Doctor  of  Divinity 
upon  graduates  of  the  Seminary  who  are  recommended  thereto  by 
the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary.

COURSE  OF  STUDY,  ETC. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Law  School  is  designed  to 
give  to  the  student: 

A  thorough  preparation  for  the  examinations  required  for 
admission  to  the  Bar  ; 

A  competent  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  Substantive 
Law,  and  of  the  Law  of  Remedy,  including  Pleading,  Evi- 
dence and  Practice  ; 

A  familiarity  with  the  best  methods  of  study  and  clear  views  of 
the  Science  of  Law  as  a  whole,  and  of  all  its  parts  and  of  their 
relation  to  each  other,  so  that  both  in  preparing  for  the  Bar  and 
after  his  admission  to  the  Bar,  and  during  his  whole  professional 
life,  his  study  of  the  law  shall  be  systematic,  with  definite 
purpose  and  with  adequate  results,  and  not  an  aimless  and 
desultory  reading  of  statutes,  text-books  and  reports. 

Of  these  three  objects  of  the  Law  School  course,  evidently,  in 
any  large  view  of  a  true  legal  education,  the  one  last  mentioned 
must  be  deemed  first  in  importance ;  as  to  the  second,  the  actual 
knowledge  of  legal  principles  with  which  the  mind  can  be  stored 
in  a  two  years'  course,  although  not  inconsiderable  in  amount, 
is  necessarily  limited,  and  must  depend  for  its  value  not  so  much 
on  the  quantity  learned  as  on  the  system  and  method  of  learning 
and  the  careful  and  habitual  reference  by  the  student  (constantly 
inculcated  by  the  Professors)  of  each  head  and  subject  of  study 
to  the  related  subjects  and  the  whole  body  of  the  law ;  while 
admission  to  the  Bar,  the  object  first  named,  is,  in  fact,  of 
secondary  importance,  yet,  nevertheless,  it  is  naturally  a  subject 
of  much  solicitude  with  young  men  anxious  to  reach  the  pro- 
fession and  be  at  work  as  soon  as  possible,  and  every  effort  is 
made  by  the  Professors  to  further  their  desire  in  this  regard,  in 
every  way  consistent  with  a  sound  legal  training. 


ADMISSION. 

Those  intending  to  enter  the  School  are  urged  to  read  by  way  of 
preparation  Chase's  Blackstone,  with  constant  reference  to 
Abbott's,  Bouvier's  or  Burrill's  Law  Dictionary  ;  and  they  will 
derive  great  advantage  throughout  the  course  from  this  previous 
study.     But  students  may  enter  at  any  time. 

Applicants  for  admission  who  have  received  a  college  degree  or 
have  passed  a  Regents'  examination  should  produce  their  diploma, 
certificate,  or  other  proof  of  the  fact ;  but  such  degree  or  certificate 
is  not  necessary  for  admission  to  the  School.  Such  an  examination 
may  be  had  after  commencing  a  course  in  the  Law  School  or  a 
clerkship  in  an  oflSce. 

FEES,    ETC. 

The  fee  for  instruction  is  $100  for  the  year,  payable  in  advance. 

CLERKSHIPS   IN  OFFICES. 

The  assistance  which  we  have  found  to  be  derived  from  a 
student's  engagement  in  an  office,  during  at  least  some  part  of  his 
course  in  the  School,  consists  in  large  part  in  shortening  the  period 
of  crude  and  erroneous  ideas  as  to  the  things  which  are  the 
objects  of  legal  concepts. 

An  understanding  of  the  general  principles  of  the  law  requires 
ability  to  see  a  new  meaning  in  a  great  number  of  words  in 
common  use,  and  to  comprehend  generalizations  drawn  from 
those  legal  entities  which  for  the  most  part  are  not  within  the 
range  of  previous  studies.  Some  experience  in  an  office  quickens 
the  process  by  which  the  mind  of  the  beginner  gains  a  grasp  on 
the  full  meaning  of  the  subjects  he  has  to  deal  with  in  the  School, 
and  accelerates  his  just  apprehension  of  the  general  principles  of 
jurisprudence. 

Those  who  by  previous  experience  in  an  office,  or  by  training 
in  the  higher  studies  in  college,  have  already  gained  something  of 
this  preparation,  do  not  need  it  during  attendance  at  the  School. 
But  the  course  is  so  arranged  as  to  favor  connection  with  an  office, 
and  to  take  advantage,  in  the  process  of  instruction,  of  whatever 
practical  apprehension  of  legal  concepts  and  principles  office 
experience  may  afford,  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  to  those  who 
prefer  to  spend  their  whole  time  in  the  study  of    books  equal 


advantage  by  some  reading  and  instruction  adapted  to  supply,  as 
soon  as  may  be,  the  same  mastery  of  the  language  of  tlie  law  and 
'*the  tools,"  so  to  speak,  witb  which  the  student  has  to  work. 


ACADEMIC  TERM. 

The  studies  of  the  year  are  pursued  through  a  term  of  eight 
months,  without  intermission,  except  a  recess  at  Christmas,  begin- 
ning December  24th.

STATED  IN  MORE  DETAIL. 

1.  Practical  Introduction  to  Study  and  to  Clerkship. 
Systematic  expositions  of  the  principal  Legal  Concepts  necessary 

to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Student  and  the  Clerk;  the  names  and 
purposes  of  the  Legal  Instruments  involved;  and  the  elements  of 
the  art  of  Legal  Expression,  necessary  to  secure  accuracy  in  thought 
and  precision  and  conciseness  in  language.  These  commence  with 
the  Junior  Course,  and  are  continued  from  time  to  time,  as  may  best 
facilitate  the  student's  work. 

2.  Systematic  Course  in  Elementary  and  Substantive 
Law. 

The  staple  subjects  are  Persons,  Property,  Contracts,  Torts  and 
Crimes  and  the  Principles  of  Procedure,  both  Civil  and  Crimxaal. 
The  object  to  be  attained  is  a  thorough  mastery  of  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  American  Law  in  all  the  departments  of  common  interest. 
The  lines  on  which  this  part  of  the  work  is  carried  on  are  designed 
to  give  the  student  the  possession  of  that  common  ground  of  train- 
ing which  Lawyers  throughout  the  country  enjoy,  and  which  Legal 
Education  has  occupied  since  the  days  of  Blackstone  and  Kent. 

3.  Brief  Courses  in  Collateral  or  Special  Branches. 

These  afford  special  instruction  in  topics  of  distinctive  character, 
including  Admiralty;  International  Law;  Criminal  Law;  Testa- 
mentary Law  and  Settlements;  the  Examination  of  Titles;  Insurance 
Law,  &c.,  &c. 

These  courses  are  designed  to  carry  the  student  well  over  the 
threshold  of  these  subjects,  both  in  theory  and  in  practical  applica- 
tion, so  that  he  shaM  be  not  unprepared  to  deal  with  such  questions 
as  they  may  arise  in  practice;  and  also  to  afford  the  means  of  en- 
abling any  one  to  make  a  special  study  of  such  of  these  branches 
as  he  desires. 
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4.  Exposition  of  Nature  and  Usefulness  to  the  Gen- 
eral Practitioner  of  the  Principles  of  Historical,  Ana- 
lytic AND  Comparative  Jurisprudence. 

The  Roman  Law,  the  Feudal  Law  and  the  Historical  School  are 
included  in  the  course,  not  only  in  a  general  view  of  the  subjects, 
but  so  far  in  detail  as  to  show  their  influence  on  the  present  law  of 
Real  Property  and  the  Domestic  Relations,  and  Intestate  succession. 

The  Civil  Law  and  the  Analytic  School,  so  far  as  to  show  their 
influence  upon  the  present  law  of  Obligations  and  Torts,  and  the 
methods  of  Legal  Reasoning. 

The  Conflict  of  Laws,  and  Comparative  Jurisprudence,  are  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  development  and  modification  of 
Common  Law  in  the  United  States,  and  of  our  systems  of  Legisla- 
tion, and  the  practical  application  of  Private  International  Law, 
with  especial  reference  to  such  conflicts  between  the  application 
of  American  Law  and  the  law  of  Great  Britain,  that  of  France, 
and  that  of  Germany,  as  affect  the  rights  of  Americans. 

In  connection  vrith  this  may  be  mentioned  a  thorough  drill  in 
the  structure  and  distribution  of  topics  of  the  United  States  Re- 
vised Statutes,  the  Revised  Statutes  of  New  York,  and  similar 
revisions  of  other  States,  and  the  Codes. 

5.  Systematic  Courses  in  Phactice,  Pleading  and  Evi- 
dence. 

Practice  is  considered  with  special  reference  to  Procedure  under 
the  Code,  and  in  the  United  States  Courts.  Pleading  is  considered 
with  reference  to  the  rules  of  pleading  at  Common  Law,  particularly 
as  they  still  exist  in  some  of  our  States,  and  as  some  of  them  sur- 
vive under  the  Code,  and  with  reference  to  the  rules  of  pleading  in 
Equity  still  in  force  in  the  Courts  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
some  State  Courts,  but  more  fully  in  the  form  in  which  pleading 
is  pursued  under  the  Codes.  The  general  principles  of  the  law  of 
Evidence  are  taught  in  connection  with  the  statutory  changes 
which  have  modified  the  law  of  this  and  other  American  States. 
Equity  Jurisprudence  is  taught  with  especial  reference,  both  to  its 
administration  in  the  Federal  Courts  and  to  its  large  influence  on 
rights  as  well  as  remedies  since  the  merger  of  Law  and  Equity 
under  the  new  procedure. 
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6.  And  Lastly,  a  Short  Illustrative  Course  in  Applied 
Law, 

analyzing  some  of  tlie  most  important  contracts  and  other  Constat- 
ing instruments  and  Conveyances  now  in  use,  exhibiting  their  vari- 
ous clauses,  and  the  interests  of  the  parties  and  the  duty  of  coun- 
sel in  drafting  them  or  settling  their  terms;  and,  in  connection 
with  each,  the  policy  of  counsel^  in  respect  to  the  remedies  for 
their  enforcement,  by  actions  in  various  forms  and  by  special  pro- 
ceedings, as  affected  by  the  relief  which  the  Common  Law,  the 
Statutory  Proceedings,  and  the  Principles  of  Equity,  respectively, 
may  afford,  and  as  affected  by  the  result  of  the  application  of  the 
principles  of  pleading  and  evidence  which  the  several  forms  of 
remedy  respectively  involve.

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

4 

The  full  course  is  completed  in  two  years  ;  but  all  tlie  studies  of 
the  course  are  taught  each  year,  new  classes  being  formed  annually. 
An  allowance  of  not  more  than  one  year  is  made  for  previous  study, 
and  the  student  in  such  case  is  admitted  to  advanced  standing. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  the  students  are  divided  into  two 
classes,  the  senior  and  the  junior,  according  to  their  proficiency 
and  previous  preparation. 

The  instruction  is  by  lectures  by  the  regular  professors  and 
special  lecturers,  and  by  the  study  of  text-books,  cases  and  statutes 
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(select  titles),  recitations,  Moot  Courts  and  private  moots  and  ex- 
aminations. 

LECTUKES  BY  REGTJLAR  PROFESSORS. 

The  lectures  by  tlie  professors  are  either  expositions  to  the  class 
in  connection  with  the  text-books  read,  or  separate  discussions  of 
topics  not  treated  in  the  text-books  or  requiring  fuller  and  more 
practical  treatment. 

The  classes  are  required  to  attend  and  take  notes  of  the  lectures, 
and  the  students  are  expected  to  recite  to  the  professor,  and  to  be 
questioned  by  him  upon  one  or  more  points  of  the  subject  under 
consideration.  The  design  is  to  give  to  the  studies  of  each  student 
the  personal  aid  and  attention  of  the  professor. 

The  hours  of  the  lectures  are  so  arranged  that  students  can, 
while  attending  the  School,  pursue  a  clerkship  in  an  attorney's 
office  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day.  Three  lectures,  of 
three-quarters  of  an  hour  each  in  length,  are  delivered  to  each 
class  from  3.45  P.  M.  to  6.00  p.  m. 

MOOT  COURTS 

are  held  in  the  lecture-room  by  one  of  the  professors,  in  which 
cases  are  argued  by  two  or  more  students  on  each  side  on  points 
prepared  by  them.  Printed  calendars  for  the  whole  session,  con- 
taining statements  of  facts,  the  date  of  argument  and  the  names  of 
students  assigned  as  counsel,  are  distributed  early  in  the  year. 

EXAMINATION  AND    PRIZE  RULES. 

1.  The  oral  and  the  written  examinations  are  held  in  the  Law 
Lecture  Room,  each  on  two  days  in  succession,  with  an  interval  of 
one  week  between  the  two  examinations.  The  examination  begins 
at  4  p.  M.,  and  the  written  examination  ends  on  each  day  at  10  P.  M. 
Every  candidate  for  a  degree  must  pass  both,  but  excellence  in 
either  will  be  considered  with  reference  to  any  defects  in  the  other. 

2.  Prizes  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  are  awarded  for  the  best 
written  and  the  best  oral  examination,  upon  reports  of  committees 
of  the  alumni  and  of  members  of  the  Bar,  regard  being  had  to 
accuracy  and  amount  of  knowledge  and  intelligent  comprehension 
of  legal  principles. 

3.  For  the  written  examination,  each  candidate  must  provide 
himself  vrith  four  ordinary  school  copybooks,  and  must  write  on 
one  page  only  of  the  leaf  his  answers  to  the  printed  papers  of 
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questions,  without  consulting  authorities  and  without  communi- 
cating with  others.  Answers  must  be  numbered  to  correspond 
with  the  numbers  of  the  questions,  and  each  book  must  be 
indorsed  with  name  of  the  candidate  in  full,  date  of  examination 
and  number  of  the  paper. 

PRIVATE  MOOTS  AND  CLUBS. 

Private  moots,  in  which  the  students  are  examined  by  one  of 
their  classmates,  have  been  found  of  great  advantage,  and  are  fre- 
quently held,  the  practice  of  framing  questions  proving  as  instruct- 
ive as  that  of  answering  them. 

Clubs  have  been  formed  among  the  students,  in  which  cases  are 
argued  and  points  of  law  discussed. 

LAW  LIBRARY. 

The  Law  Library  of  the  School  is  large  and  well  selected.  It 
contains  over  6000  volumes. 

The  students  have  free  access  to  the  Astor  Library,  which  is  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  School,  and  which  contains  a  very 
full  selection  of  American  and  English  Reports  and  Text-books, 
and  of  Continental  and  Civil  Law. 

COMMENCEMENT 

will  be  held  at  Music  Hall,  in  New  York  City,  on  Thursday,  May 
28th,  1891,  at  eight  o'clock,  p.  m.,  when  degrees  will  be  conferred 
and  prizes  awarded.  An  address  will  be  delivered  to  the  graduat- 
ing class  by  Rev.  George  H.  McGrew,  Pastor  of  St.  Paul's  M.  E. 
Church. 

DEGREES. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates 
who  have  pursued  all  the  studies  of  the  course,  have  passed  the 
necessary  examinations  and  are  of  good  moral  character.  The  ex- 
aminations are  both  written  and  oral,  and  conducted  by  the  Faculty 
and  committees  of  the  Alumni  and  Members  of  the  Bar. 

PRIZES 

for  the  best  oral  and  for  the  best  written  examination  will  be 
awarded  at  Commencement  upon  the  report  of  committees  consist- 
ing of  members  of  the  Bar. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Provision  lias  been  made  for  a  limited  number  of  scbolarsbips  of 
$100  each,  to  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  junior  year. 

MEDICAL  LECTURES. 

By  resolution  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  Department,  pass 
tickets  to  the  University  Medical  Lectures  are  directed  to  be  given 
to  students  of  the  Law  Department,  on  the  written  request  of  the 
Secretary  of  that  Department,  but  no  ticket  will  be  delivered  to 
any  student  before  matriculation. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  BAR. 

In  New  York,  by  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  a  clerkship 
of  two  years  is  required  from  college  graduates  and  of  three  years 
from  students  not  graduates. 

Two  school  years  of  eight  months  each  in  a  Law  School  are 
allowed  to  students  not  graduates  as  equivalent  to  two  years  of 
clerkship,  and  three  months  of  study  in  an  attorney's  office  during 
the  vacation  of  each  year  are  allowed  as  part  of  the  remaining  year 
of  clerkship,  leaving  only  six  months  to  complete  the  required 
period.  The  actual  time  required  for  admission  as  Attorney  and 
Counsellor  in  New  York  can  thus  be  reduced  to  two  years  and  six 
months  for  students  not  graduates,  and  to  one  year  and  nine 
months  for  graduates. 

In  New  Jersey,  according  to  the  rules  of  court,  the  time,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year  and  six  months,  spent  in  the  School  is  regarded 
as  equivalent  to  a  like  period  passed  in  a  lawyer's  office. 

EEGENTS'  EXAMmATIONS. 

The  schedule  of  examination  and  the  Regents'  Instructions  are 
as  follows:  ^ 

Extract  from  the  Regents'  Instructions: — In  the  Rules 
adopted  March  19th,  1891,  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  admis- 
sion of  Attorneys  and  Counsellors  at  Law  the  following  provision 
is  made  in  relation  to  the  preparation  of  candidates  for  entering  on 
their  legal  studies: 

''Before  any  person  shall  enter  upon  the  clerkship,  or  substi- 
tuted (Law  School)  course  of  study,  hereinafter  provided,  or  in  one 
year  thereafter,  he  shall,  if  not  a  graduate  of  a  college  or  university 
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registered  by  the  regents,  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard, 
pass  an  examination,  conducted  under  the  authority  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  ordinances  and  rules  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  in  English  composition,  first  year  Latin,  arithmetic, 
geometry,  English  and  United  States  History,  and  civics,  or  in 
their  substantial  equivalents  defined  by  the  rules  of  the  University, 
and  shall  file  a  certificate  of  such  fact,  signed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  University,  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  who  shall 
return  to  the  person  named  herein,  a  certified  copy  of  the  same, 
showing  the  date  of  such  filing. " 

All  candidates  for  these  special  examinations  must  notify  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York,  Examinations  Department, 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  by  letter,  at  least  one  week  in  advance,  stating  at 
what  place  and  in  what  studies  they  wish  to  be  examined.

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LOCATION. 

The  work  of  the  School  is  carried  on  in  the  new  University 
Building,  Washington  Square,  East.  This  building  was 
built  in  1894,  primarily  for  the  use  of  the  Law  School.  The 
School  occupies  the  tenth  and  eleventh  floors,  in  rooms  which 
for  convenience  and  comfort  cannot  be  excelled. 

REGISTRATIOK. 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  School,  or  for  informa- 
tion concerning  it,  may  be  made  to  the  Registrar,  L.  J.  Tomp- 
kins, University  Building,  Washington  Square,  East. 

Seats  will  be  assigned  on  payment  of  fees. 

Since  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  require  that  eight 
full  months  shall  be  spent  in  a  law  school,  as  an  equivalent 
for  twelve  months'  study  in  an  office,  it  is  exceediDgly  de- 
sirable that  students  should  register  before  the  opening  ses- 
sion of  the  School. 

FEES. 

The  fee  for  instruction  in  the  undergraduate  course,  in  either 
the  Afternoon  or  the  Evening  Division,  is  $100  for  the  year, 
payable  in  advance. 

An  examination  fee  of  $20,  covering  the  expenses  of  diploma 
and  graduation,  must  be  paid  by  all  who  apply  for  examina- 
tion for  the  degree  of  LL.B. 

The  fee  in  each  graduate  course  is  $25  ;  and  a  diploma  fee 
of  $10  must  be  paid  by  each  one  who  applies  for  examination 
for  the  degree  of  LL.M. 

Fees  for  Optional  Course, 

To  students  in  any  department  of  the  Law  School  or  of  the 
University  the  fee  for  this  optional  course,  including  groups 
A  and  B,  is  $5  ;  to  those  who  are  not  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity the  fee  for  the  course  is  $10. 

Those  desiring  to  enter  will  apply  to  L.  J.  Tompkins,  Reg- 
istrar, or  to  the  instructors  at  either  of  the  opening  lectures 
of  the  course. 
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SESSIONS   FOR   CLASS    WORK. 

The  school  year  begins  Saturday,  October  1,  1898,  and 
ends  June  8,  1899.  The  Graduate  Courses  begin  Monday, 
October  17,  1898,  and  end  in  the  last  week  of  April.  The 
Optional  Courses  begin  on  Saturday,  October  8,  and  end  be- 
fore the  middle  of  March. 

There  is  a  recess  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  no  sessions 
are  held  on  the  legal  holidays  during  the  school-year,  viz.  : 
New  Year's  Day,  Lincoln's  and  Washington's  Birthdays, 
Memorial  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christmas  ;  nor  on 
Good  Friday  and  the  Saturday  following. 

Regular  sessions  of  the  school  are  held  daily,  except  that 
the  only  regular  sessions  on  Saturday  are  the  Optional  Courses 
and  the  Elective  Course  in  Common  Law  and  Equity  Pleading 
in  the  afternoon. 

In  the  Undergraduate  Courses,  the  students  in  the  After- 
noon Division  meet  from  3.30  to  6  p.m.  every  week-day  except 
Saturday.  The  students  in  the  Evening  Division  meet  from 
8  to  10  P.M.  every  week-day,  except  Saturday. 

LAW    LIBRARY. 

The  Law  Library  of  the  school  is  large  and  well  selected. 
It  contains  over  11,000  volumes,  and  numerous  duplicates  of 
the  most  constantly  used  reports.  The  library  is  being 
steadily  increased, 

DEGREES  AND   CERTIFICATES. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  will  be  conferred  upon  can- 
didates who  have  pursued  all  the  studies  of  the  course,  have 
passed  the  necessary  examinations,  and  are  of  good  moral 
character.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
upon  candidates  completing  the  required  courses  of  graduate 
studies.  No  degree  will  be  conferred  upon  a  candidate  who 
absents  himself  from  the  public  commencement  without  the 
special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 
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Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  students  as 
regularly  attend  the  sessions  of  the  school,  meet  all  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Faculty,  and  observe  the  rules  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 'No  certificates  of  attendance  will  be  granted  to 
students  who  are  not  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  the 
school. 

REQUIREIVIENTS  FOR   ADMISSION  TO   UNDER- 
GRADUATE   DIVISIONS. 

Every  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and 
produce  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character. 

To  the  Entering  Glass  the  following  are  admitted  without 
examination  : 

1.  Graduates  of  colleges. 

2.  Holders  of  Regents'  Law  certificates  of  the  University 
of  the  State  of  New  York  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Other  applicants  are  admitted  as  special  students  without 
an  examination,  but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree  until  they 
have  passed  an  examination  appointed  by  the  Faculty. 

To  advanced  standing  the  following  are  admitted  : 

1.  Those  who  have  regularly  attended  the  sessions  of  this 
school  and  passed  their  examinations  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Faculty. 

2.  Holders  of  a  certificate  from  another  law  school  main- 
taining a  standard  satisfactory  to  this  Faculty,  and  who  shall 
have  attended  such  school  for  a  period  equal  to  that  pursued 
by  the  class  to  be  entered,  and  shall  satisfactorily  pass  ex- 
aminations upon  all  topics  previously  taken  by  such  class. 

PRIZES   AND   SCHOLARSHIPS. 

In  Afternoon  Division, 

Three  prizes  of  $100,  $60,  and  $40,  respectively,  will  be 
awarded  to  such  three  students  of  the  Senior  Class  as  shall  pass 
the  best  examination  of  that  year. 

The  Elliott  F.  Shepard  prize  scholarship,  and  three  Univer- 
sity prize  scholarships^  yielding  $100  each,  in  tuition,  will  be 
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awarded  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  year  to  such  four  students 
as  shall  pass  tl\e  uest  examination  oi  V^at  year. 

In  Evening  Division, 

Two  prizes  of  $75  and  $50,  respectively,  will  be  awarded 
to  such  two  students  of  each  class  as  shall  pass  the  best  ex- 
amination of  that  year. 

BOAKD  AND  ROOMS. 

Good  rooms  with  table  board  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  University  for  $6  per  week  and  upward.  Two  stu- 
dents rooming  together  may  materially  reduce  their  expenses.

ADMISSION  TO    THE  BAR. 

Students  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements  and 
regularly  attending  the  sessions  of  this  School  are  entitled  to 
count  the  time  thus  spent  as  so  much  of  the  time  required  for 
preparation  for  the  New  York  Bar.  An  office  clerkship  is 
no  longer  necessary.  College  graduates  are  entitled  to  apply 
for  such  admission  at  the  end  of  two  years  in  this  School, 
and  other  students  at  the  end  of  three  years.  For  admission 
to  the  New  Jersey  Bar,  eighteen  months  spent  in  this  School 
is  accepted  as  equivalent  to  that  period  of  clerkship  in  a 
lawyer's  office. 
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GRADUATE  COURSES. 

(Subject  to  revision  and  change.) 

October  17,  1898,  to  May  1,  1899. 

[Eighth  Year.] 

To  meet  the  wants  of  members  of  the  Bar  and  graduates  of 
Law  schools,  these  graduate  courses  have  been  established. 

They  lead  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  They  are  given 
under  the  following  rules  : 

1.  At  least  five  courses,  one  of  which  must  be  Roman  Law 
or  Historical  and  Analytical  Jurisprudence  or  advanced  Con- 
stitutional Law,  with  an  examination  in  each,  will  be  required 
for  the  degree,  except  from  those  heretofore  enrolled  under 
previous  regulations. 

2.  One  lecture  each  week  of  the  session  will  be  given  in 
each  course.  The  hours  of  the  lectures  are  so  arranged  that 
one  may  attend  several  of  the  courses  concurrently. 

3.  Any  Bachelor  of  Laws  or  Member  of  the  Bar  may  enroll 
for  one  or  more  of  the  courses,  as  he  may  choose.  But  those 
hereafter  enrolling  will  not  be  eligible  to  the  degree  of  LL.M. 
without  having  a  previous  degree  in  law. 

4.  The  fee  for  each  course  is  $25  ($12.50  each  for  courses 
XIV.  and  XV.),  payable  upon  enrolment. 

5.  The  fee  for  the  Master's  diploma  is  $10.

COURSES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1898-99. 

October  to  May. 

I. — Historical  and   ANALYTicAii  Jurispkudence.     Pro- 
fessor Russell,     Thursdays  at  5  p.m. 

The  course  in  Analytical  Jurisprudence  is  devoted  to  an 
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examination  of  those  philosophical  conceptions  which  under- 
lie all  legal  systems,  and  includes  a  critical  discussion  of  the 
views  of  Bentham  and  Austin.  Historical  jurisprudence  is 
taught  both  by  text-books  and  lectures,  and  embraces  a  con- 
sideration of  the  principal  topics  treated  in  the  works  of  Sir 
Henry  Sumner  Maine.  Monographs  are  required  to  be  writ- 
ten during  the  year. 

H. — "Roman  Law  (English  course).  Professor  E,  G,  Sihler. 
Tuesdays  at  4  p.m. 

A  course  of  lectures  with  frequent  examinations,  giving  an 
outline  of  Gains  and  Justinian's  Institutes  of  the  Civil  Law. 
Familiarity  with  the  terms  and  definitions  and  principles  of 
the  Roman  Law  will  be  aimed  at  throughout.  The  influence 
of  the  Roman  law  upon  our  law  of  Bailments,  Boundaries 
and  Accretion,  Marriage,  Legitimacy,  Adoption,  Guardian- 
ship, Testation  and  Inheritance  is  traced. 

III. — Roman  Law  {Latin  Course),  Professor  E.  G,  Sihler. 
Tuesdays  at  5  p.m. 

Reading  of  the  original  text  of  Justinian's  Institutes,  with 
frequent  references  to  the  parallels  or  divergences  of  the  text 
of  Gains,  and  presentation  of  select  titles  from  the  Digest  of 
Justinian's  Commission  and  from  the  Codex  Constitutionum. 

IV. — Advanced  Constitutional  Law.  Professor  G,  D, 
Ashley.     Fridays,  4  to  5  p.m. 

The  United  States  Constitution,  its  development  and  con- 
struction by  judicial  decision,  will  be  the  subject  of  this 
course.  Original  investigation  with  class-room  discussion  is 
required  of  those  taking  these  lectures. 

V.  International  Law.  Professor  C,  D,  Ashley,  Fri- 
days, 5  to  6  P.M. 

The  course  will  involve  a  discussion  of  Snow's  Cases  on  In- 
ternational Law.     Original  investigation  will  also  be  required. 

VI. — Advanced  Studies  and  Exercises  in  Pleading, 
AND  the  Election  of  Remedies.  Professor  Alden,  Thurs- 
days at  8  P.M. 
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This  course  consists  in  lectures  and  conferences  on  the  un- 
derlying principles  which  affect  the  courses  of  pleading  in  the 
most  important  classes  of  civil  actions.  The  principles  of 
pleading  are  considered  in  their  application  to  the  most  fre- 
quent difficulties  ;  the  distinction  between  Law  and  Equity, 
under  the  Code  ;  and  the  policy  of  counsel  in  electing  be- 
tween different  actions  and  in  framing  the  complaint  and  the 
answer,  and  in  choosing  the  remedy  against  defective  plead- 
ings of  the  adverse  party  ;  what  objections  may  be  taken  ; 
and  which  by  demurrer  ;  which  by  motion. 

It  will  also  include  conferences  on  the  drafting,  testing, 
and  criticising  of  pleadings,  in  the  most  common  classes  of 
actions,  such  as  present  questions  which  may  embarrass  the 
practitioner.  Especial  consideration  will  be  given  to  a  criti- 
cal examination  and  analysis  of  the  essential  allegations  in 
each  cause  of  action  discussed,  and  the  general  principles  of 
pleading  involved  therein.  The  course  aims  to  make  clear 
the  application  of  general  principles  to  actual  cases  most  fre- 
quently occurring  in  the  daily  experience  of  practitioner  or 
clerk,  and  to  aid  him  in  arranging  his  facts  and  determining 
the  character  of  the  action  ;  in  drafting  the  charge  or  de- 
fence, etc.,  and  testing  the  case  of  his  adversary.  The  ex- 
ercises will  be  closely  analogous  to  the  practitioner's  labor 
in  extracting  the  controlling  and  material  facts  from  the 
client's  statement  and  presenting  them  in  their  proper  legal 
aspect. 

VII. — Advanced  Studies  and  Exercises  in  Evidence. 
Professor  (7.  (7.  Alden,     Mondays  at  8  p.m. 

In  this  course  principles  of  the  law  of  Evidence  are  deduced 
from  the  actual  practice  of  American  Courts  to-day,  and  the 
recent  great  advance  is  illustrated  in  Selected  Cases  ;  the 
reasons  for  the  rules  now  applied  by  the  courts  are  traced,  in 
the  various  departments  of  testimony,  documents,  opinion 
evidence,  and  realistic  or  immediate  evidence  ;  the  doc- 
trine of  presumptions  and  burden  of  proof  as  now  developed 
is  considered. 
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The  course  also  includes  the  trial  of  supposed  cases  and  the 
presentment  of  evidence  before  a  supposed  referee,  embody- 
ing a  practical  application  of  rules  and  principles  of  evidence 
to  the  examination  and  cross-examination  of  witnesses,  the 
framing  of  questions  and  objections,  the  making  of  offers  of 
evidence,  and  the  taking  of  exceptions. 

The  aim  of  the  course  will  be  to  secure  to  the  trial  lawyer 
a  useful  familiarity  with  the  rules  and  principles  governing 
those  questions  of  evidence  most  frequently  contested  during 
the  progress  of  the  trial,  and  to  aid  in  acquiring  the  readiness 
necessary  in  their  application. 

VIII. — Preparation  for  Trial,  and  the  Trial  of  Civil 
Actions.     Professor  Alden,     Mondays  at  5  p.m. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures  and  analyses  of  cases  on 
those  principles  of  law  and  rules  of  procedure,  both  of  gen- 
eral and  local  application,  which  influence  the  policy  of 
counsel  in  making  preparation  for  and  in  conducting  the  trial 
of  civil  actions. 

Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  a  consideration  of 
the  proper  marshalling  and  presentation  of  the  evidence  at 
counsel's  command,  and  the  trial  practice  before  referees, 
jury,  and  court  without  a  jury  ;  the  course  will  also  include 
conferences  upon  what  is  in  issue  under  the  pleadings  ;  what 
forms  of  denial  are  efiectual,  and  what  ineffectual ;  what 
may  be  proven  under  the  general  denial ;  pr^^liminary  confer- 
ences with  witnesses  ;  the  determination  of  the  mode  of  trial; 
stipulations  as  to  evidence  ;  use  of  depositions  ;  what  objec- 
tions are  waived  by  going  on  ;  motions  for  non-suit,  direc- 
tion of  a  verdict  ;  findings,  requests  to  find  and  exceptions  ; 
motions  for  a  new  trial  ;  discretionary  powers  of  the  judge; 
shaping  record  for  anticipated  appeal,  etc. 

IX. — Surrogate's  Court  Practice.  Professor  L  F.  Pus- 
sell,     Tuesdays  at  5  p.m. 

This  course  consists  of  the  study  of  the  successive  steps  in 
the  probate  of  wills,  in  obtaining  letters  of  administration 
and  in  the  appointment  of  guardians,  beginning  with  the 
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petition  and  citation  and  continuing  through  all  stages  of  ad- 
ministration until  final  accounting.  It  is  believed  that  the 
course  will  be  found  the  very  best  preparation  for  original 
work  in  this  important  and  growing  department  of  profes- 
sional business,  and  will  lead  the  student  to  a  better  grasp 
than  he  could  otherwise  get  of  the  principles  of  succession 
and  administration,  including  the  rights  and  the  duties  of 
executors,  administrators  and  guardians. 

X. — Advanced  Course  in  the  Drafting  and  Construc- 
tion OF  Wills.  Professor  F,  H.  Sommer.   Fridays  at  8  to  9  p.m. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  assist  attorney  and  counsel 
in  the  ready  application  of  the  more  difficult  parts  of  the  law 
of  real  property  and  of  legacies,  etc.,  required  by  the  ordi- 
nary work  of  drafting  wills,  including  rules  for  the  construc- 
tion of  wills.  The  method  pursued  is  to  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  class  various  forms  of  legacies  and  devises  and  of  en- 
tire wills,  more  or  less  complex,  including  those  creating 
trusts,  and  pursuing  the  inquiries  thus  raised. 

XI. — Corporations.  Professor  Charles  F,  Bosticick.  Wed- 
nesdays at  5  P.M. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  to  the  student  and  practi- 
tioner a  practical  knowledge  of  the  forming,  advising,  and, 
dissolving  of  the  corporations,  together  with  the  rights  and 
liabilities  of  their  directors  and  stockholders,  as  well  as  all 
matters  that  are  apt  to  arise  in  the  practice  of  corporation  law, 
including  taxation  and  the  making  of  reports  therefor,  the 
keeping  of  minutes,  the  holding  of  meetings,  etc.,  and  advis- 
ing foreign  corporations  how  to  comply  with  the  New  York 
law. 

The  method  of  instruction  is  similar  to  that  adopted 
by  Professor  Bostwick  in  the  course  in  Special  Statutory  Pro- 
cedure, and,  like  that  one,  is  designed  to  be  essentially  prac- 
tical. 

XII. — Special  Statutory  Procedure,  with  Particu- 
lar Reference  to  the  New  York  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure.    Prof essor  Charles  F,  Bostwick,     Tuesdays  at  8  p.m. 
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The  object  of  this  course  is  to  assist  practitioners  and  stu- 
dents in  understanding  the  practical  details  of  regular  pro- 
cedure in  the  most  important  matters  in  which  prompt  action 
on  the  part  of  attorneys  is  often  unexpectedly  required  ;  and 
to  aid  them,  by  a  preparatory  study  of  the  technical  details 
in  course,  to  avoid  the  traps  and  pitfalls  which  lurk  in  statu- 
tory procedure. 

The  subjects  pursued  include  Assignments  for  the  Benefit 
of  Creditors,  with  all  the  proceedings  consequent  through 
final  accounting  ;  Inquisition  of  Lunacy  and  Appointment 
of  Committee  ;  Partition  and  Sale  ;  Foreclosure  and  Refer- 
ence as  to  Surplus  ;  Calendar  Practice  ;  Mechanics'  Liens 
and  Foreclosure  thereof  ;  Discovery  and  Inspection  ;  Ex- 
amination before  Trial  ;  Attachment  and  the  other  Pro- 
visional remedies,  etc.  ;  Costs  and  taxation  thereof,  and 
Appeals. 

Each  subject  is  completed  in  one  or  two  evenings,  as 
the  subject  requires  ;  and  the  course  is  essentially  practical. 
The  method  pursued  includes  the  distribution  of  copies  of 
original  papers  in  actual  cases,  and  criticism  thereon. 

XIII. — Patents,  Copyrights,  Trade-marks.  Mr,  James 
L,  Steuart,     Fridays  at  5  p.m. 

In  this  course  is  considered  the  procedure  incident  to  the 
grant  by  the  United  States  Government  of  Patents  for  Inven- 
tions and  Discoveries,  Copyrights,  and  the  Registration  of 
Trade -Marks  ;  the  nature  of  the  property  rights  acquired  by 
such  grant  or  registration  ;  and  the  remedies  for  their  in- 
fringement. 

The  successive  steps  in  the  procedure,  including  the  prac- 
tice in  the  United  States  Patent  Office,  and  the  United  States 
Courts,  is  exemplified  by  the  use  of  approved  forms  ;  and  the 
subjects  of  invention  and  discovery  are  illustrated  by  models 
of  apparatus,  and  that  of  trade-marks  by  a  collection  of  trade- 
marks. 

XIV. — Fire  Insurance,  with  Special  Reference  to  the 
Interpretation  of  the  Standard  Policy,  the  Effect  of 
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THE  Written  Clauses.  A  half  year  course.  Thursdays  at 
4.30  to  5.30  P.M.,  beginning  October  21,  1897.  Morris  Putnam 
Stevejis, 

In  this  course  special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  legal 
construction  and  application  of  the  various  provisions  of  the 
Standard  Fire  Insurance  Policy,  together  with  the  powers, 
duties,  rights,  and  obligations  of  Fire  Insurance  Agents  and 
Brokers.  The  subject  will  be  treated  in  an  essentially  prac- 
tical manner,  and  for  the  clear  and  concise  presentation  thereof 
use  will  be  made  of  the  various  blank  forms,  including  stock 
policy,  survey,  proof  of  loss,  agreement  for  submission  to 
appraisal,  mortgagee  clauses  ;  unoccupancy,  gasoline  and 
other  privilege  clauses,  etc.,  now  in  general  use  by  insurance 
companies. 

XV. — Life  Insurance,  including  Health,  and  Casual- 
ty OR  Accident  Insurance.  A  half  year  course.  Thurs- 
days at  4.30  to  5.30  p.m.,  beginning  February  3,  1898.  Mor- 
ris Putnam  Stevens, 

This  course  takes  up  the  instruments  in  actual  use,  con- 
siders the  application,  the  various  forms  of  policies,  represen- 
tations, warranties,  insurable  interest,  premium,  assessments, 
proofs,  performance  of  contract,  forfeiture,  waiver,  limita- 
tions, assignments,  etc.  Defines  the  powers,  duties,  rights, 
and  obligations  of  the  insured,  the  beneficiary,  the  company 
and  its  agents,  and  discusses  the  general  principles  of  the  law 
of  Life,  Health,  and  Accident  Insurance,  explaining  them  by 
their  actual  application  in  business  and  litigation.

One  fourth  of  the 
members  go  out  of  ofllce  each  year  on  the  first  Monday  of  November,  when 
their  successors  are  elected  by  the  Council.

The  University  Senate  consists  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Deans  of  the  six 
schools,  and  six  professors,  one  from  each  Faculty,  together  with  Advisory 
Members,  Each  professor  of  every  Faculty  may  serve  in  the  Senate  one  year, 
following  the  order  of  seniority  in  office  ;  but  where  a  professor  belongs  to 
two  or  mors  Faculties,  he  is  counted  as  regards  the  Senate  in  one  Faculty 
only,  such  as  may  be  depignated  by  the  Chancellor.  The  head  of  each  of  the 
following  theological  schools  is  an  honorary  and  advisory  member  of  the 
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Senate,  and  hss  all  the  privileges  of  an  actual  member  except  that  of  votin/a: : 
Princeton.  General  Theological,  Union,  New  Brunswick,  Drew,  and 
St.  Joseph's. 

The  officers  of  the  Senate  are  the  Chancellor  ex  officio,  who  acts  as  Presi- 
dent, a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a  Superintendent  of  the  University  Press, 
and  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Occasions.  The  last  two  need  not  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  has  power  to  give  the  imprint  of  the  University  PrePS  to  books 
and  periodicals,  but  not  to  incur  any  expense  for  such  publications  without 
permission  of  the  University  Executive  Committee.  The  Senate  has  power 
to  direct  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  the  Commencements  of  the  six 
schools. 

The  Senate  may  exercise  such  other  executive  functions  in  connection 
with  the  educational  work  of  the  University  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the 
University  Corporation. 

The  chief  work  of  the  Senate  is  advisory,  and  includes:  1.  Recommendations 
to  the  University  Administration  in  regard  to  the  catalogues,  circulars,  and 
other  advertisements  of  the  University.  2.  Recommendations  to  the  Coun- 
cil in  reference  to  the  entire  educational  work  of  the  University.  ,3.  Recom- 
mendations to  each  of  the  six  Faculties  in  regard  to  the  educational  work  of 
the  same. 

The  Senate  meets  throughout  the  academic  year  on  the  first  Mondays  of 
those  months  in  which  there  is  no  meeting  of  the  corporation— namely,  Decem- 
ber, February,  and  April — and  at  other  times  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman. 
Seven  m'^mbers  foim  a  quorum.  The  February  meeting  is  the  annual  meet- 
ing, at  which  the  election  of  officers  takes  place.

The  University  Senate  appoints  from  year  to  year  a  Students'  Aid  Organ- 
ization, consisting  of  one  delegate  from  the  Faculty  of  each  of  the  six 
schools,  with  a  member  of  the  University  Council,  a  member  of  the  Woman's 
Advisory  Committee,  and  the  President  of  the  College  Alumni.  The  object 
of  this  Board  shall  be  to  devise  means  of  assisting  worthy  students,  by  ob- 
taining employment  or  temporary  loans  for  them,  and  in  looking  after  their 
welfare  in  case  of  sickness  and  m  other  emergencies.  The  University  will 
act  as  Trustee  for  any  funds  that  may  be  put  into  it3  possession,  subject  to 
the  control  of  this  committee. 
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HISTOEICAL  SKETCH. 


The  earliest  record  of  the  conception  of  New  York  Univer- 
sity exists  in  the  minutes  of  certain  meetings  of  nine  citizens 
of  New  York,  The  first  was  held  December  16th,  1829,  and 
was  followed  by  weekly  meetings  for  three  successive  weeks. 
The  fourth  and  last  meeting  issued  the  following  call  for  a 
representative  conference  of  citizens  to  convene  on  January 
6th,  1830. 

''  Sir  :  The  establishment  of  a  university  in  this  city,  on  a 
liberal  and  extensive  foundation,  has,  for  some  time  past, 
occupied  the  attention  of  many  of  our  respectable  citizens. 
At  a  meeting  held  for  considering  the  subject,  it  was  deter- 
mined to  invite  your  attendance  on  Wednesday  next,  at  seven 
o*clock  P.M.,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Historical  Society,  to  take 
into  further  consideration  the  desirableness  of  such  an  institu- 
tion as  that  contemplated,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  in  re- 
lation to  it  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  you  may  be  able  to  attend.

This  meeting  appointed  a  standing  committee  of  nine  gen- 
tlemen (probably  the  number  of  the  Muses  was  in  the  minds 
of  these  lovers  of  learning),  of  whom  four  were  taken  from 
the  original  meeting  of  the  nine,  including  Dr.  Mathews,  who 
became  the  first  Chancellor  ;  John  Delafield,  who  became  the 
first  Secretary  of  the  Council  ;  and  Myndert  Van  Schaick, 
who  became  the  first  Treasurer.     This  committee  added  to 
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its  numbers  from  time  to  time,  secured  a  long  roll  of  sub- 
scribers to  the  new  enterprise,  and  finally  merged  its  existence 
into  that  of  the  first  University  Council,  which  was  elected 
by  the  subscribers  October  16th,  1830,  and  was  chartered 
April  18th,  1831. 

The  founders  thus  enlisted  were  composed  in  almost  equal 
parts  of  public-spirited  business  men  and  of  members  of  the 
liberal  professions.  Their  plan  from  the  beginning  included 
nearly  all  the  professorships  that  are  comprised  to  day  in  the 
faculties  of  the  six  schools  of  New  York  University.  Even 
the  School  of  Pedagogy  was  anticipated  in  a  proposed  pro- 
fessorship of  ''  The  Philosophy  of  Education  and  the  Instruc- 
tion of  Teachers."  The  Graduate  School  was  planned  under 
the  name  "The  First  General  Division,**  while  the  Under- 
graduate College  was  known  as  the  Second  Division.  The 
Schools  of  Law  and  Medicine  and  Applied  Science  were  all 
contemplated  by  the  first  statutes,  adopted  1831.  These  plans 
were  far  in  advance  of  any  demand  then  existing  in  America, 
and  were  not  supported  by  sufficient  endowment  for  their 
complete  accomplishment.  It  was  reserved  for  the  last  quar- 
ter of  the  nineteenth  century,  instead  of  the  second  quarter,  to 
develop  them  in  full  measure. 

The  University  as  now  existing  comprises  under  the  Coun- 
cil, which  is  by  charter  the  Corporation,  three  faculties,  and 
six  schools,  of  which  four  are  under  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science,  while  the  Faculties  of  Law  and  Medicine  have  each 
one  school.  A  summary  of  attendance  for  the  current  year 
is  given  below,  also  the  chief  epochs  in  the  history  of  the 
University  are  noted. 

It  is  asked  of  the  reader  to  remember  that  a  single  lifetime 
has  not  yet  passed  since  the  inception  of  New  York  Univer- 
sity.

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THE  GHARTEB  OF  NEW  YOKE  UNIVEBSITY. 

Enacted,  April  18, 1831.    Amended,  February  23, 1893. 
Tlie  name  was  changed  to  New  York  University  March  IWi,  1896. 

I.  The  snbscribers  and  shareholders  of  **The  University  of  New  York"  are 
hereby  incorporated  for  the  parpose  of  promoting  literature  and  science. 
The  corporation  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  "  The  University  of  the  City 
of  New  York,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure, 
to  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and 
to  buy  and  sell  and  otherwise  dispose  of  lands  and  chattels,  as  to  them  shall 
seem  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  University. 

II.  The  government  and  estate  of  the  University  shall  be  conducted  and 
managed  by  a  Council  composed  of  thirty -two  members.  The  location  of  the 
University  shall  be  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

III.  The  present  Council  of  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York,  to  wit : 
(Class  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  to  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three)  Edward  H.  Litchfield,  John  B.  Parsons,  J,  W.  C.  Leveridge,  John  Held, 
Elbert  B  Monroe,  Samuel  Sloan,  David  Banks,  Robert  Schell  ;  (Class  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  to  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four)  Charles 
Butler,  William  Allen  Butler,  William  A.  Wheelock,  Henry  M.  MacCracken, 
William  L.  Andrews,  Israel  C.  Pierson,  Joseph  S.  Auerbach,  William  F. 
Havemeyer  ;  (Class  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one  to  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety -five)  Alfred  L.  Loomis,  Jenkics  Van  Schaick,  William  S.  Opdyke, 
Roderick  Terry,  George  Alexander,  Charles  R.  Flint,  Frederick  Baker,  Charles 
T.  Barney  ;  (Class  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  to  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-six)  John  Taylor  Johnston,  John  Hall,  Charles  F.  Deems,  Lemuel

ment and  management  of  the  University. 

IV.  One  fourth  of  the  members  of  the  Council  as  above  named  constituting 
one  class  shall  go  out  of  office  annually  and  in  the  order  in  which  their  classes 
are  named,  when  an  election  shall  be  held  by  the  Council  to  supply  their 
places.  The  Council  may  fill  its  own  vacancies  occurring  previouri  to  an  au^ 
nual  election.    Members  going  out  of  oSice  shall  be  re-eligible. 

V.  The  seat  of  any  member  of  the  Council  who  shall  have  been  absent  from 
its  meetings  for  six  months,  without  being  excused,  may,  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Council,  be  declared  vacant. 

VI.  The  Council  may  elect  an  executive  committee  of  not  less  than  eleven 
members,  six  of  whom  sliall  be  a  quorum,  to  transact,  in  the  intervals  be- 
tween meetings  of  the  Council,  such  business  as  the  Council  may  authorize. 

Vn.  Eleven  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ; 
but  no  real  estate  shall  be  conveyed,  nor  appointments  to  office  for  a  period 
beyond  one  year  made  (except  to  supply  vacancies  in  the  Council),  unless 
there  be  present  and  voting  at  least  seventeen  members,  and  unless  there 
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shall  be  a  concurrence  of  not  less  than  eleven  membors,  being  a  majority  of 
all  those  present,  in  favor  of  the  conveyance,  or  appoiniment  in  querjLion.> 

Vin.  Persona  of  every  religioaa  denomination  shall  be  equally  eligible  to 
all  offices  and  appointments. 

IX.  The  University  may  grant  to  students  nnder  its  charge  diplomas  or 
honorary  testimonials,  in  such  form  as  it  may  designate.  It  may  also  confer 
such  literary  honors,  degrees  and  diplomas,  as  are  usually  granted  by  any  uni- 
versity, college  or  seminary  of  learning  in  the  United  States. 

X.  Diplomas  granted  by  the  University  shall  entitle  the  possessors  to  the 
immunities  and  privileges  allowed  by  usage  or  statute,  to  the  possessors  of 
like  diplomas  from  any  college  or  seminary  of  learning  in  the  State. 

XI.  No  diploma  shall  be  conferred  by  the  University,  but  in  conformity 
with  the  laws  of  the  State  in  force  at  the  time  in  conferring  the  same. 

Xn.  This  University  shall  be  subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  regents  of  the 
University  of  this  State,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
various  colleges  in  this  State. 

XIII.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  its  own  officers,  and  all  the 
officers  of  the  University,  to  establish  ordinances  and  by-laws,  not  contraven- 
ing the  laws  or  constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States  ;  and  to  ex- 
pel any  of  its  members  for  a  violation  thereof. 

XrV.  All  the  real  and  personal  estate,  and  all  interest  I^  any  real  or  person- 
al property  or  estate  of  every  name  acd  nature  whatsoever,  and  wheresoever 
the  same  may  be,  which  is  now  vested  in  the  University  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  as  now  constituted  and  organized,  is  hereby  confirmed  to  and  vested 
forever  in  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  the  sole  use  and  bene- 
fit of  said  University,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to,  and  for  the  said  University  to 
grant,  bargain,  sell,  demise,  mortgage,  improve  and  dispose  of  said  property, 
in  such  manner  as  to  the  Council  of  said  University  shall  seem  meet.  Such 
real  estate  as  is  now  and  has  been  for  over  fifty  y.ars  last  past  occupied  by 
the  said  University  as  a  site,  shall  remain  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the 
entire  university  instruction  in  the  Law  School,  the  entire  instruction  in  the 
School  of  Pedagogy,  and  the  administration  office  of  the  University  shall  be 
continued  there.  Such  real  estate  as  may  be  used  as  a  new  site  for  the  en- 
largement of  the  work  of  the  University  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  but 
only  so  long  as  it  may  continue  to  be  used  for  educational  purposes. 

XV.  The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  alter,  repeal,  or  modify  this  act.
